ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia, Aug. 3. 
—“‘Our women will go to the bat- 
tlefields with their husbands, as 
they have always done in the his-| 
tory of my people,” Empress Me- 
nen of Ethiopia declared today. 

The Empress dramatically pic- 
tured the march of Ethiopia's wom- 
en to the jungle-and-hilitop fron- 
tiers of this country—to cook, to 
nurse, to fight with rifles and 
spears if necessary, shoulder’ to 
shoulder with their men. 

Empress Menen spoke emphat- 
ically but with regal grace. Prin- 
cess Azhai, 16-year-old daughter of 
Emperor Haile Selassie, who sat 
beside her, looked up from her tea- 
cup, murmuring assent to her moth- 
er’s remarks. 

Recalls Empress Taiton. 

The Empress, sister of Prince 
Yassou, exiled former Emperor of 
Ethiopia, added: 

“We Ethiopian women 
peace, not war. But if our men

“It will be as it was 40 years ago, | 
when the Empress Taitou (fourth | 
wife of Menelik II) was on the bat-. 
tlefront at Adua, scene of that 
great victory over the Italians, 

“Empress Taitou inspired the 
Ethiopian soldiers, waiting on them 
personally. She was as courageous 
as any warrior. 

“The Italians laughed at her at 
first, but later feared her more 
than any man. It was she who 


held up to our warriors the thought | 


of what they were defending; she 
who inspited them to defeat our 
foe. 

“After the Adua victory, Taitou 
rode between the lines of the con- 
quered Italians, dispensing gifts, 
food and money. They learned to 
look for her visits, and called her 
softly ‘Taitou.’”

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A NEW ERA IN TRANSPORT. 


It has taken Congress some time to get around 
io the problem of highway transport in its relation 
to the railroads, but an excellent beginning has been 
made in the bill now in conference between the 
House and the Senate. 

It is not altogether the railroads that have induced 
Congress to place commercial highway transport of 
certain types under the regulatory control of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. The commercial 
highway transport companies themselves have co- 
operated. They realize that some degree of order 
must prevail in such an irruption as that which has 
placed tens of thousands of trucks and busses on the 
highways. 

Joseph B. Kastman, Federal Co-ordinator of Trans- 
portation, thinks the legislation will have a ben- 
eficial effect, but he warns the country not to ex- 
pect too much of it. He thinks it will help the rail- 
roads, as well as the truck and bus industries, and 
he does not think it will eliminate competition in 
transportation. 

Federal jurisdiction is, of course, confined to in- 
terstate transport, but there will be in time a degree 
of co-operation between the Government and the 
states. It is impossible for highway transport to 
avoid Federal reguiation by resolving itself into 48 
It is like all transport in the sense that it 
It is not the intention 
of Mr. Fastman and his associates to put highway: 


transport on all fours with rail transport. They know 


full well that the greater facility of trucks and busses 


enables them to render a peculiar public service. 


The intention of the authora of the measure now go0- 
ing through Congress is to give both the railroads 
and highways that due measure of protection which 
they deserve. 

Bus service and truck service must be made more 
responsible than they have been. This does not 
necessarily mean that their rates must be higher. 
Rather, it means that the factors of fairness and 
safety shall be brought to bear upon the situation. 
Their advantage, if any, must inhere in themselves 
and not in cheap labor, long hours and uninsurance. 
There have been too many fly-by-night carriers 
on the highways. It is not the design of Congress to 
regulate private trucks beyond imposing upon them 
rules of safety and maximum hour regulations. It is 
to common and contract carriers that the measure is 
in the main addressed. 

The railroads have long ago accepted highway 
transport as the giant it is, and they are chiefly 
interested in adjusting themselves to it. Many of 
the roads are operating their own trucks and busses. 
There is no 
more transport than the country needs. It can all 
live and enjoy a fair profit under proper regulation. 

The task of Mr. Eastman and his associates is to 
discover haw the thing can he done. The nation is 
entering a new era in transport, and the bill now 
going through Congress ushers it in.

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$T. LOUIS’ RELIEF PROBLEM. 

By next Nov. 1, the Federal Government will have 
retired from the relief field in St. Louis. Such is 
the theory upon which 8t. Louis relief authorities 
have been working. The Federal contribution, here- 
tofore $1,000,000 a month, was shaded to $900,000 
in July, and has been reduced to $810,000 for 
August. Since May, 240 relief administration em- 
ployes have been discharged and 250 additional per- 
sons will be let out this month. Case workers have 
been told to review the situations of their glients, 
with the idea of dropping all who can exist without 
relief payments. FERA work, employing about 2000, 
has been suspended. se 

All this is preliminary, it is said, to the admin- 
istration’s new program under the $4,880,000,000 
work-relief fund. .In St. Louis, the estimate is that 
joba will be provided for 30,000 persons by PWA and 
WPA. Joseph A. Amend, WPA director for St. Louis, 
save he hopes to have more than 10,000 at work by 
September. Theoretically, all employable persons 
now idle will be placed on the Federal payroll, while 
unemployables will be turned over to the city and 
the State.

OMMERCIAL aviation in Latin Amer- 
C ica is being greedily promoted by the 

air-transportation companies of the Unit- 
ed States, and the fact that Latin American 
countries have handed over their air routes 
in extremely advantageous, long-term con- 
cessions has enabled these companies to 
push aviation ahead, so that in a few years 
the United States will become immensely 
powerful. 

The plan is to fill the South American air 
with Yankee ships, whose hulls will be 
packed with merchandise for the markets 
into which Yankee policy is transforming 
us, markets that, furthermore, can consume 
a great deal because of our immense popu- 
lations. The United States has enough in- 
dustries to supply us, and, now that com- 
mercial aviation has constructed a plane 
that can safely carry heavy loads, commer- 
cial conquest is certain in the near future. 
It is to the interest of the State Depart- 
ment to continue the steady progress of its 
aviation. . 

The concessions obtained by Pan-American 
Airways, Inc., and by Pan-American-Grace 
Airways, Inc., are calculated to win abso- 
lute dominion over the air in Latin America 
during the next 20 years. Each nation has 
placed its routes at the disposal of these 
companies, whose control is not contested 
by Europeans. In Colombia, where the Ger- 
mans came first and got a long-term con- 
cession, the Yankee was clever enough to 
ally himself with them. Today he exploits 
aviation there, certain that he will soon 
eliminate his partner and continue alone. 

> e . 


To obtain an air route, one must also win 
rights on the ground and water below. 
Every air concession involves a concession 
of land, water and other means of com- 
munication. The Yankee companies count 
on permission to use whatever fields best 
suit their needs and on installing wireless 
stations that keep them in contact with the 
immense network over their dominions. 
When we speak of air concessions, we speak 
of an aggregate of immense importance. 

Peru, where Pan-American-Grace has ob- 
tained the air concession, is covered with 
mountains, and in order to exploit its min- 
eral wealth, one must often scale almost 
inaccessible heights. Yankee aviation, how- 
ever, has developed a plane that can carry 
machinery weighing many tons, and in 1933 
it transported a hydro-electric plant weigh- 
ing 55 tons from Cuzco to the mines at 
Huanuco, 12,500 feet above sea level. It 
takes mules 10 days to make the trip, but 
the airplane requires only a few hours. 
Last year Pan-American-Grace transported 
600 tons to the same place, and the ma- 
chinery was much bulkier. . 

Engineers have built an airplane that can 
rise as high as 16,000 feet with a load of 
1983 kilograms. This is said to be the 
first attempt of its kind made in Latin 
America, and its admirable success has es- 
tablished a basis for future progress. In a 
few years, planes will be able to carry enor- 
mous loads quite safely, and what they have 
just done in Pery they will do everywhere. 
No district will be too high or too remote 
for them. 

Complacent observers say that this prog: 


| 
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ress will aid these countries, and it is true 
that many benefits will accrue, Dut not 
enough to compensate for the attendant 
evils. Commercial aviation in the hands of 
the imperialist United States represents a 
horrible slavery for the nations who are 
dominated by long-term leases. No other 
interests can get a foothold, and the out- 
come will be that planes will dump only 
products of Yankee industry in our markets. 

It is not beyond the bounds of reason to 
imagine that Yankee imperialist aviation 
will be transporting from the United States 
everything that we consume, as its success- 
ful attempts in Peru already suggest. The 
companies obtained their concessions by 
carrying mail and passengers, and soon they 
will also carry immense loads of freight. 
Distances will be shortened every day, and 
the speed of the planes will reach incredible 
proportions. A few days after leaving an 
American factory, the loaded planes will be 
able to land on Argentine, Chilean or Pe- 
ruvian soil.

Whatever these imperialist agencies do 
for the future of aviation will accrue to the 
exclusive benefit of Yankee aviation. It 
would be the height of folly to imagine that 
every step of their technical progress is 
likewise advantageous to the aviation of 
countries that can compete with the United 
States, for Yankee imperialism is behind 
this progress. 

Pan-American Airways was born in the 
State Department. The leaders of imperial- 
ism organized it and let fly its ships by 
means of certain air-mail contracts that 
were very burdensome to the American Trea- 
sury, contracts that recently gave rise to 
a scandal in the Senate. The aviation com- 
pany had received as much money and re- 
sources as it needed to swoop down and 
capture the Latin American air routes. 

Pan-American Airways, Inc., and its twin, 
Pan-American-Grace Airways, Inc., are con- 
sequently advancing for the sole benefit of 
the Power that hurled them like a whip 
over Latin America.

BAN ON BAITING. 
WILD DUCKS CRITICISED 


President of State Hunting As- 
sociation Says. Little Good 
Will Result. 


The Department of Agriculture 
reguiation prohibiting tne shooting 
of migratory birds over baited land 
or water will result in poorer sport 
for hunters and will accomplish lit- 
the in increasing the amount of 
game, in the opinion of W. Ashley 


Gray, president of the Missouri 
Duck Hunters’ Association. 

This reatriction was the severest 
of the astringent regulations for the 
30-day autumn hunting season an- 
nounced Thursday by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on recommen- 
dation of Jay N. Daring, chief of 
the Bureau of Biological Survey. 

Criticism of Gray. 

“Many clubs and owners of pri- 
vate lakes for duck shooting won't 
pump water in them next autumn,” 
Gray said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “That will mean that care- 
takers will be out of jobs and that 
farmers will lose a not insignificant 
market for grain. Also, it probably 
will result in ducks and geese pases- 
ing up Missouri and Illinois, where 
they once found a plentiful supply 
of feed, for the rice fields of Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana. 

“A survey by the Missouri Duck 
Hunters’ Association last year 
showed that only about 6 per cent 
of the ducks fed by hunters. were 
killed. Each year natural feed be- 
comes more scarce as bottom lands 
are drained and lakes cleared out. 
Feeding by hunters has become im- 
portant to the ducks.” 

Thinks Season Is Too Early. 

The remainder of the restrictions 
weer not so onerous, Gray said, al- 
though he expressed regret that the 
use of live decoys was made illegal 
and that the season opened so early 
and was so short. 

“Hunters who don't know it will 
find that two live decoys are better 
than a dozen wooden blocks even 


if they do think they are _ pretty 
clever with a: duck call,” Gray 
stated.

LOUIS REFUSES 
$150,000 10 BOX 
BAERFOR GARDEN 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Managers 
of Joe Louis, boxing’s box office 
champion, yesterday notified Madi- 
son Square Garden that the Negro 
star cannot consider a guarantee 


of $150,000 from the Garden for a 
September match with Max Baer. 

In a telegram to Matchmaker 
James J. Johnston, John Roxbor- 
ough, Louis’ manager, revealed for 
the first time that Louis is under 
exclusive contract to Mike Jacobs, 
Yankee Stadium and Polo Grounds 
promoter. Johnston had telegraphed 
Roxborough that the Garden stands 
ready to guarantee Louis $150,000 
for his end. Roxborough is report- 
ed to have wired Johnston as 
follows: 

“We would not leave Jacobs for 
a million dollars. If we wanted to, 
we couldn't. Joe is under exclusive 
contract to Jacobs until Jan. 1, 1937. 
If we fight Baer in September, it 
must be for Jacobs.” 

The offer to Louis is reported to 
have been a complete surprise to 
| Ancil Hoffman, manager of Baer, 
who gave the Garden an option on 
Baer for a match with Max 
Schmeling. Hoffman was one of the 
few who knew of the contract be- 
tween Louis and the New York pro- 
moter. Hoffman has been dicker- 
ing with Jacobs direct for a Louis 
match and only a dispute over 
terms has held up contracts.

7 |DEFINITE OFFER 
FOR CONTROL OF

BOSTON, Aug. 3.—A lot of new 
money is going to be available for 
the lowly Soston Braves within the 
next few days and Bill McKechnie, 
who was given complete charge 
when Emil Fuchs was forced to re- 
sign as club president, is going to 
spend it rebuilding his team. 

This was decided yesterday when 
Charlies F. Adams, grocery chain- 
hockey-racing magnate, held a 
geven-hour conference with Ford 
Frick, young National League pres- 
ident, and his legal adviser. 

Willing to Help. 

Adams, who assumed control of 
the Braves Wednesday when Fuchs 

was forced to forfeit his majority 
holdings, told Frick he was willing 
to retain his-heavy interests in/the 
club if some new and reputable 
backers would help him carry the 
burden. 

Such backing, according to re- 
ports from Washington, will be pro- 
vided by a syndicate headed by 
George Preston Marshall, operator 
of a large laundry chain in the na- 
tion’s capitol and well known to 
the New England sp@rts public as 
the head of the Boston Redskins 
professional football club. 

Marshall has expressed the wil- 
lingness of his group to’ take over 
control of the Braves from Adams 
and the latter is in a receptive mood 
for such an offer. The Boston 
capitalist explained that his limited 
baseball experience would be of lit- 
tle help to the Braves and that the 
club needed a practical baseball 
man as its head. 

New General Manager. 

During his conference with Frick, 
Adams appointed McKechnie, who 
has managed the club since 1930, 
general manager pro tem. Adams 
assured Frick that the Braves would 
complete their 1935 schedule and 
both agreed that the franchise was 
much too valuable to be placed on 
an auction block and knocked down 
to any low bidders. 

In the event that the Marshall 
group gains control, Adams is will- 
ing to restain a large minority in- 
terest. At the present time Adams’ 
baseball losses exceed $100,000.

NEW FARM METHODS 
REQUIRED BY EROSION 


College of Agriculture Expert 
Predicts More Grasses Will 
Be Grown, 


Specia: to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 3.—One of 
the most serious phases of the soll 
erosion problem is that, with the 
passage of time, erosion occurs at 
a greatly accelerate@ rate, says RB. 
H. Frame of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture. 


This condition will in the future 
likely cause farm abandonment at 
a much greater rate than the pras- 
ent one which is cause for grave 
concern, he says. 

“It seems certain,” said Frame, 
“that to avert this impendiug 
catastrophe the prevailing system 
of soil management will have ‘to 
be revolutionized, and perhaps the 
type of farming itself will have to 
be changed. 


“Various remedies have seANn 
proposed, part or all of which may 
be combined into a system. With- 
out discussing the respective merite 
of these proposed remedies, there 
can be no doubt that most any sys 
more of our 
land in grass. 


Change From Grain Needed. 

“It is almost imperative that we 
shift away from a system of grain 
farming toward a system of grass 
farming, with perhaps pasture 
crops as the base of the entire sys 
tem. This may or may not mean 
more livestock. 


“Such a revolution of our farm 
ing system involves several inter- 
esting economic possibilities. It ‘s 
almost certain that the ultimate 
effects of such a change will be 
somewhat different from what 
they will be at the time the change 
is being effected. Whatever the ul- 
timate effect will be, it also seems 
certain that the change, will not 
be effected unless the immediate 
effect is to improve the economie 
condition of the individual farmer, 
or unless some superagency, such 
as the government, forces such a 
change by law or through the pay- 
ment of bounties,

En- 
closed herewith to the Bureau of 
Identification is a confession by the 
parties in the above rob- 


Then followed a detailed  state- 
ment, requiring an entire foolscap 
page of single-spaced typing, which 
delineated every move in the Black 
Rock robbery. It told details that 
only the robbers themselves could 
know. The confession was signed. 
The confession was signed by five 
of the six Lansing “cows”: Robert 


G. Brady, Ed Davis, Jim Clark, 
Wilbur Underhill and Harvey 
Bailey. Following the signature, 


each man affixed his fingerprints 
as a means of absolute identifica- 
tion. 

There were two side lights to 
this confession, one wholly naive, 
the other equally sophisticated. In 


a postcript the bandits suggested 


that if the newspapers desired to 
photograph the confession, it should 
be retyped, as the machine upon 
which it was written was badly out 
of repair, plus the fact that none of 
the bandits was a good typist. The 
other was the highly important fact 
that, in spite of the willingness to 
accept responsibility for the bank 
robbery, neither Harvey Bailey nor 
Wilbur Underhill was guilty in the 
Biack Rock holdup!

Twelve cups quartered apples. 

Five cups water. 

One cup chopped mint. 

Sugar. 

Wash apples, cut in quarters and 
remove any imperfections. Applies 
should not be pared or cored when 
used for jelly.

But suppose we say, when a cy- 
clone hurls man to death, or an 
avalanche buries him, or a drouth 
starves him, or cold freezes him, or 
germs kill him, or lightning strikes 
him, “Well, that ig. nature!” 

It would be true as far as it goes, 
but not the whole truth. Nature is 
all. that, but it is vastly more, glori- 
ously other than that. It is sun 
and raiw, soft winds, singing seas, 
birds, flowers, fruits. 

Just so it is with human nature, 
and to take a part for the whole 
—especially the bad part—is an 
awful libel, upon all the fine and 
lovely spirits who have made the 
earth hallowed ground. 

It is the scoundrel who deserts 
his wife when their baby is born, 
like the pitiful case in a letter be- 
fore us. But it is also the North 
Dakota farmer, who, caught in a 
blizzard and unable to find his 
way home, put his coat about his 
wife and child, and himself was 
frozen. 

Yet we go on talking as if, hu- 
man nature being as it is, war, 
prostitution, industrial injustice, 
political corruption, and all the rest 
must go on forever, and there is 
no use to fight such things! 

“You cannot get away from hu- 
man nature,” runs the litany. Of 
course not, but we can get humin 
nature away from false, foolish fu- 
tile ideas and ways of feeling, else 


tile. 

“You cannot change human na- 
ture,” we go on. In New Zealand, 
as late as 1845, there was hardly 
a male of 20 who had not, in child- 
hood, tasted human flesh. Canni- 
balism was abolished in one gen- 
eration! 

It is time to have done with this 
lazy, hazy, hateful way of killing 
all faith in the possibility of a de- 
cent world, and dare to believe .n 
the best in our fellows, as in our- 


selves, as we believe in God.
